THE  NEED  TO  DISSENT 

When  a great  wind  blows,  trees  bend,  leaves  of 
grass  flutter,  and  light  and  rootless  things  are 
swept  away.  Such  a time  is  upon  us,  and  it  may 
become  worse.  We  will  be  tested  as  to  whether  our 
convictions  have  weight,  whether  our  roots  are 
deep  in  the  soil  of  conscience  and  spirit. 

In  the  1930s  and  indeed  in  the  ’40s  and  ’50s,  the 
witch-hunters  in  this  country  used  techniques  and 
sometimes  even  the  very  words  employed  by  Euro- 
pean tyrannies  in  dealing  with  their  oppisition.  It 
was  the  style  to  blacken  (or,  more  aptly  put,  to 
redden  ’)  an  opponent  rather  than  to  answer  his 
argument.  In  the  years  of  the  McCarthy  era,  we 
were  all  saddened  as  the  highest  figures  of  govern- 
ment, and  others,  reeled  and  wavered,  finally  to 
stiffen  before  the  great  wind  of  the  Senator  and 
his  cohorts.  (Some  say  that  McCarthyism  is  not 
dead,  but  instead  has  become  institutionalized. ) 

Now  the  day  has  come  when  the  government  is 
“reddening”  its  critics  and,  in  doing  so,  is  being 
supported  by  press,  politicians,  the  thoughtless, 
and  the  vengeful. 


To  suggest  that  this  is  not  the  time  for  dissent  is 
to  suggest  that  it  is  time  to  be  undemocratic.  Thus, 
today  it  has  fallen  to  the  dissenters  to  play  two 
roles:  to  speak  their  minds,  right  or  wrong,  and, 
by  doing  so,  to  sustain  the  very  essence  of  democ- 
racy. It  has  been  said  that  the  right  to  dissent  does 
not  include  the  right  to  be  listened  to,  but  a right 
to  dissent  which  is  not  to  be  heard  or  considered 
and  which  is  protected  solely  that  it  may  be 
pointed  to  as  a proof  of  democracy  is  a flimsy 
right,  or  no  right  at  all. 

What  has  happened  to  the  right  of  dissent,  yes, 
to  the  whole  process  of  communication  between  a 
government  and  its  citizens,  when  a Quaker  made 
despairing  by  his  inability  to  be  heard  or  seen  in 
any  other  way  sets  himself  aflame  to  tell  his  gov- 
ernment that  it  is  wrong  to  burn  men,  women  and 
children  in  Vietnam?  This  indeed  is  not  only  the 
right  time  to  dissent,  it  is  essential  that  there  be 
more  ears  willing  to  hear.

NEW  MEXICO  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

The  fall  session  of  New  Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting  be- 
gan with  a Meeting  for  Worship  in  the  Albuquerque  Meet- 
ing House  on  Sunday,  October  24,  1965,  at  11  a.m. 

The  business  session  was  convened  at  1:00  p.m.  by 
Fermor  Church,  Clerk.  The  Santa  Fe  Monthly  Meeting  re- 
port, presented  by  Jane  Baumann,  mentioned  that  Olive 
Rush  is  still  in  the  hospital,  and  appears  to  be  failing.  Most 
Santa  Fe  members  remained  home  because  of  United  Na- 
tions Day  activities.  There  is  much  concern  about  national 
affairs,  and  materials  from  the  Center  for  the  Study  of 
Democratic  Institutions  in  Santa  Barbara  are  being  studied. 

Dorelin  Bunting  reported  for  Albuquerque  Meeting  that 
although  there  have  been  changes  in  the  membership,  it  is 
felt  that  new  impetus  is  being  given  the  Meeting  by  the 
new  members. 

For  Las  Vegas  Monthly  Meeting,  Meryle  Malche.ski  re- 
ported that  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  minutes  were  dis- 
cussed by  the  American  Association  of  University  Women 
at  Las  Vegas.  Material  results  of  efforts  in  Las  Vegas  are 
slow,  and  they  are  not  accomplishing  as  much  as  they  had 
hoped.  Ray  Farmer  is  serving  as  consultant  for  conscienti- 
ous objectors.  Eleven  students  attended  a reception  held 
by  the  Meeting  for  foreign  students.  The  Meeting  would 
like  to  have  speakers  on  significant  issues;  the  University 
sponsors  only  one  or  two  speakers  a year.  This  wish  led  to 
a minute  that  contact  between  Monthly  Meetings  be  im- 
proved for  sharing  films  and  speakers  of  common  interest. 

Virginia  Johnson,  the  Quarterly  Meeting’s  representative 
to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  spoke  briefly  on  her  impressions. 
She  felt  that  no  problems  were  solved  by  Yearly  Meeting, 
but  many  things  were  thoroughly  discussed.  Meryle  Mal- 
cheski,  who  also  attended  Yearly  Meeting,  stated  her  opin- 
ion that  we  are  too  much  out  of  the  swing  of  things.  Friends 
in  other  areas  have  been  particularly  active. 

The  American  Friends  Service  Committee  was  reported 
ready  to  start  relief  in  both  North  and  South  Vietnam,  and 
requested  funds  for  this  undertaking. 

The  University  of  New  Mexico  student  demonstration 
near  the  west  gate  of  Sandia  Base  was  described  by  Ted 
Hulbert.  Fourteen  students  were  arrested  for  loitering, 
charged  by  a gas  station  owner,  who  stated  that  he  “didn’t 
like  the  sort  of  people  they  were.” 

A lengthy,  spirited  discussion  on  the  merits  of  peace 
demonstrations  against  U.S.  policy  in  Vietnam  came  to  no 
minuted  conclusion. 

Frances  McAllister  of  the  PYM  Visitation  Committee  at- 
tended, and  we  welcomed  her  contributions  to  the  dis- 
cussions. 

The  final  minute  adjourned  the  meeting,  to  meet  again 
during  the  month  of  February  at  Las  Vegas.

The  evening  lecture  given  by  Gail  and  John  Simpson  re- 
ported on  their  experiences  at  Comox  where  they  had  been 
among  the  protesters  against  installation  of  U.S.  nuclear 
warheads.  This  started  a prolonged  discussion  of  ways  and 
means  of  most  effectively  working  for  peace  and  against 
war,  which  brought  forth  many  different  views  and  threw 
new  light  on  the  many  aspects  of  this  timely  subject. 

When  we  left  Vancouver  after  Sunday  Meeting  for 
Worship  at  the  Vancouver  Meeting  House  or  the  Univer- 
sity of  B.  C.,  everyone  seemed  happy  and  well  satisfied  and 
deeply  grateful  to  our  hosts.  We  look  forward  to  our  next 
gathering  in  Tacoma  in  the  spring.

IMPRESSIONS  OF 

THE  MARCH  ON  WASHINGTON 

After  picketing  ( in  front  of  the  White  House ) , 
we  walked  the  short  distance  to  the  Washington 
Monument,  where  we  assembled  for  the  rally.  The 
whole  hillside  was  covered  with  people.  It  was 
very  exciting  just  to  be  among  so  many,  in  one 
place,  joined  together  by  the  same  thought,  as  the 
speakers  and  the  songs  proclaimed  our  desire. 
These  numbers  of  people  were  like  the  numbers 
referred  to  in  history  texts,  not  like  the  numbers 
one  usually  sees  in  daily  life.  It  was  a whole  popu- 
lation gathered,  a population  for  peace. 


Though  in  my  mind  I knew  we  were  still  a small 
minority  in  society,  being  among  this  ocean  of  peo- 
ple, I didn’t  feel  like  a minority.  One  doesn’t  feel 
that  concern  for  the  people  of  ’V'ietnam  is  a “cause,” 
important  but  somehow  removed  from  the  loves 
and  quarrels  and  tasks  of  one’s  personal  life.  The 
Vietnamese  people  are  there,  too,  as  close  to  you 
as  these  thousands,  on  this  green  hill  under  the 
warm  fall  sun,  where  today  no  bombs  are  falling. 


By  the  end  of  the  rally,  cold  and  night  were 
moving  in.  The  sky  was  red  around  the  hill,  and 
the  gleaming  monument  had  turned  dark.  The 
mass  of  people  became  groups  again,  ebbing  to- 
ward the  lights  of  the  city.  A few  stayed  and  sang, 
huddled  together  in  a close  circle.  Around  its 
edges  were  snatches  of  discussion. 


I decided  to  walk  home— home  for  two  nights 
being  the  residence  of  Miles  and  Sara  Hollister.  I 
stopped  for  coffee  and  bought  the  evening  papers, 
their  front  pages  already  having  news  of  the 
March.  And  the  voice  of  Norman  Thomas,  just 
heard  in  life,  came  over  the  6 p.m.  news;  “. . . These 
pawns  bleed!  . .

An  article  called  "Pacifism 
or  Christ”  attacks  pacifism  and  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee. Winslow  Osborne,  a New  Hampshire  Friend  who  is  now  Asso- 
ciate Executive  Secretary  of  the  Northern  California  AFSC  office, 
writes:  “The  name  Cadbury  Furnas  is  a fictitious  name  used  by 
Lyndon  H.  La  Rouche,  who  was  disowned  by  the  Lynn,  Massachusetts 
Meeting  in  1938  or  ’39.  The  disownment  was  ...  for  unethical  busi- 
ness practices,  and  also  involved  libelous  letters  about  various  mem- 
bers of  New  England  Yearly  Meeting,  which  he  insisted  on  writing 
after  agreeing  to  refrain  from  such  activity.”
